Stockholders in the West Chi- 


; ‘cago to Meet Tomorrow 
to Plan Defense. 


FEAR LOSS OF FRANCHISE 


Proposal to Cut Loose from Leas- 
g Company and Ask for 
Independent Grant. 


Stockholders of the West Chicago Street 

railway company have been asked to meet 
tomorrow afternoon in the office of W. H. 
Gray, room 1308, in the Masonic temple, to 
take some action toward protecting their in- 
terests. The West Chicago is one of the sub- 
sidiary Union Traction companies, and is 
affected by the receivership. 
Mr. Gray holds $41,500 worth of West Chi- 
cago stock, and it was he who called the 
meeting. He inserted an advertisement to 
that end in yesterday morning's newspapers, 
and he expects the presence of a number of 
the small holders. 

“If the West Chicago company can get 
away from the Uhion Traction company,” 
said Mr. Gray yesterday, and negotiate 
with the city on an independent basis, I be- 
eve it can secure an extension of its fran- 
chises. It then can be made to yield a profit- 
able return. to the stockholders while pay- 
ing the city a just compensation for the priv- 
ileges it receives.“ 


Wants Independent Franchise. 

Mr. Gray’s notice to stockholders was based 
on what he considered trustworthy informa- 
tion that representatives of the Union Trac- 
tion company would appear before the city 
council to negotiate for an extension of its 
franchises regardless of the West Chicago 
and North Chicago companies. 

“If it is for our best interests to continue 
tabe identifled with the Union Traction com- 
pany I shall not oppose it, continued Mr. 
Gray. There is talk, however, of reducing 
the compensation of stockholders of the West 
Chicago company from 6 per cent, and pos- 
sibly repudiating it altogether. I see no rea- 
son why we should not receive the rent to 
which we are entitled by contract so long as 
the Union Traction company has any money. 

“The Illinois Trust and Savings company 
holds $10,000,000 worth of securities to guar- 
antee us the payment of our dividends. 
These securities must be 
$5,000,000, and are sufficient to meet all obli- 
gations to the West Side railway company 
for many years. 


Suspicious of Protective Committee. 


The protective committee which probably 
will act as adviser to the receivers for the 
Union Traction company is made up of men 
who nearly all are heavily interested in the 
Union Traction company and hold compara- 
tively little stock in the feeding lines from 
which that company derives its chief patron- 
age. It is reasonable to believe they will look 
after the interests of the Union Traction com- 
pany first-and the smaller companies after- 
ward, but because they bought a ‘gold 
brick’ is no reason why we, who went into 
the combination in good faith, should suffer. 

The west side railway is good property. 
The people patronize the cars, and if we can't 
get what is coming to us from the Union 


Traction company I am in favor of seceding 


and negotiating independently with the city. 
The city will extend the franchises of. the 
south side company, and I see no reason why 
we can’t make the same arrangement. If 
we can get franchises without being sand- 
bagged, there should be no difficulty in pay- 
ing the municipality from 7% to 10 per cent 
of the gfoss earnings of the company.” 

Mr. Gray had no definite plan for separat- 
ing from the Union Traction company. That 
would be decided at the meeting on Tuesday, 
he said. 

Little Faith in Gray's Plan. 

Markham B. Orde, treasurer of the West 
and North Chicago street railway companies, 
does not believe the west side company can 
secede from the Union Traction company in 
the manner contemplated by Mr. Gray. 
Neither does Marshall E. Sampsell, one of 
the receivers. 

“Mr. Gray would first better satisfy him- 
self just what is being done in the interests 
of himself and other stockholders,” said Mr. 
Sampsell, who is Judge Grosscup’s special 
representative. 

I think,” said Mr. Orde, that the more 
Mr. Gray investigates the workings of the 
protective committee the better he will be 
satisfied that his rights will be carefully re- 
garded. There is no intention on the part of 
the Union Traction company to negotiate for 
an extension of its franchises without regard 


for the rights of the west side company.”

MISSOURI OFFICIAL MIXED UP IN 
BRIBERY SCANDAL QUITS. 


Writes Formal Letter te Gov. Dockery 
and Resignation Goes Into Effect 
Immediately—Action Carefully Con- 
sidered—Explains Step and Makes 

‘Plea to Be at Least Allo to Live 

—Declares His Edort 
Been Misunderstood. 


St. Louis, Mo., April 26.—[ Special. ]—Lieut. 
Gov. John A. Lee has resigned, and his res- 
ignation is now on the way to Jefferson City. 
It will reach Gov. Dockery early in the morn- 
ing 


Lee’s resignation, which he decided upon 
after mature deliberation and repeated con- 
ferences with friends and state officials, is 
worded as follows:: 

„St. Louis, Mo., April 27.—To His Pzcel- 
lency, A. M. Dockery, Governor of Missouri— 
Dear Sir: I hereby hand you my resignation 
as lieutenant governor, to take effect at once. 

“JonHN'A. LEE.” 

The resignation does not require the ac- 
ceptance of the governor. Under the con- 
stitution it goes into effect at once. 
Senator Thomas L. Rubey, who succeeds 
Lee by virtue of his office, is a democrat and 
a legislator of unblemished record. He has 
been known as an anti-lobby leader in the 
senate and was conspicuous by his work in 
opposition to the baking powder trust's 
forces, which were led by Lee and Senator 
Frank Farris. 
In explaining the causes that forced him 
to resign Mr. Lee said: 

A desire to retire from political life and 
personal publicity has prompted my resigna- 
tion. Now that I am just a private citizen I 
hope that some of my enemies and critics will 
forget some of my faults and try to remem- 
ber, if possible, some of the things which I 
might be recommended for. 

It one has failed to fulfill public require- 
ments and has made an error, it seems to me 
that when he voluntarily relinquishes all 
claims of office and honor and gets out to 
make whatever reparation he can that he 
should at least be permitted to continue to 
live. 

“I feel that my effort to reform abuses 
in legislative matters has brought upon me 
troubles that I could have avoided by a policy 
of ‘silence and concealment, and that a de- 
termination to do right and my refusal to be 
deterred therefrom brought about my polit- 
ical downfall.”’ 


JOHN W. GATES WILL HAVE 
UNIQUE SET OF FURNITURE. 


Chicago Man Buys Chairs, Table, Settee, 
and Footstools Made of Elk and Deer 


Denver, Colo., April 26.—[{Special.]—John 
W. Gates has bought six unique pieces of 
furniture for his den.“ There are two 
large armchairs, a settee, a table, a foot- 
stool, and a smoking set, all made of elk 
and deer horns. 3 


The largest pair of horns was found in. 


Routt county, hung between two trees that 
had low branches. The elk had been caught 
and starved to death. Another pair was 
one of two pairs found locked together in 
northwestern Colorado. Two bull elks 
fought, their antlers became locked, and 
both starved to death. 

The settee is made of five pairs of elk 
horns. At the center of the back a pair 
of deer horns branch out from a bronze 


mounting shield. One pair of elk horns 


forms the arms and branches for a part of 
the back of the settee. One pair that has 
never been separated from the connecting 
bone of the skull spreads from the center of 
the back and branches down to the floor, 
forming the back legs of the settee. 

One of the chairs contains three and a 
half pairs of elk horns. The back legs are 
made of one piece, which has three branches. 
The other chair contains two and a halt 
pairs of elk horns and three pairs of deer 
horns. A pair of young elk horns forms the 
arms. Heavy elk horns form the seat rest, 
and branches extend to the floor, making the 
legs. 
e table is made of two pairs of elk horns, 
branches forming the rungs.

GARBAGE MEN ON STRIKE. 


NORTH SIDE 
SITUATION WITH ALARM. 


Drivers in the Twenty-first Ward Fail 
to Make Collections for Three Days 
and Promise of Summer Weather” 
Is Far from Reassuring to the 


Householder—Hoped, However, the 


‘Teamsters Will Return to Work To- 
day—Two Stories of Trouble. 


With summer weather promised for to- 
day, the residents of the Twenty-first ward 
are viewing with some alarm a strike of the 
garbage wagon drivers which has been in 
force in the north side residence district for 
three days.

Two Versions of the Trouble. 


The stories as to the origin of the strike 
differ. The version of Ald. Minwegen ana 
Ward Superintendent E. J. Alden is that it 
was due to a misunderstanding between Mr. 
Alden and the drivers. They say Themas 
Shirley, a driver, was.told by Mr. Alden he 
was remiss in his duties and that unless there 
was a change he would be severely dealt 
with. Several days elapsed and the condi- 
tions remained the same. Finally the ward 
superintendent transferred Shirley to an- 
other district, the chief complaint against 
him being that he had undertaken to perform 
private contracts to the neglect of his regu- 
lar duties.

yesterday morning this committee met. 
Most of the men promised to go to work 


today. 


Teamsters Blame Minwegen. 

The striking teamsters, however, tell a 
different story. They assert that Ald. Min- 
wegen, being anxious tu make the back yard 
of his home a model to be copied by his 
neighbors, ordered Shirley to remove some 
ashes from the inclosure and clean up the 
place. This Shirley refused to do. The 
alderman, the teamsters declare, then re- 
ported the driver as insubordinate, and he 
was ordered removed to another district. 
As the teamsters are not required to enter 
private property, the men objected to this 
action and the strike followed. 

More important to the residents of the 
Twenty-first ward than the cause of the 
strike, however, is when it will end. Ald. 
Minwegen, Mr. Alden, and the strikers held 


a conference during the afternoon, and at its 


concluston Mr. Minwegen professed confi- 
dence that the trouble would be over today.

A. T. Thompson Is Strolling in the 
University of Chicago Grounds 
When He Encounters a Highway- 
man Whe Threatens Him with 


His Valuables—Forgets All About 
How to Resist and Elevates Hands. 


While strolling along on the University of 
Chicago campus, his mind intent on things 
spiritual, A. T. Thompson, a divinity student, 
was forced to look down the barrel of a 
revolver in the hands of a rough spoken and 
determined holdup man. ; 

With a start Mr. Thompson’s mind reverted 
to the painfully practical things of life, and 
his hands shot upintheair. Then the holdup 
man proceeded to despoil the future clergy- 
man of his valuables, after which he used 
some coarse language and walked away in 
company with an accomplice, who had been 
standing on watch. 

The robbery occurred directly in front of 
the middle divinity dormitory, where Thomp- 
son rooms. 
How Cash Was Lost. 

Thompson was returning from the city at 
10 o’clock at night and had just crossed the 
Midway from the Cottage Grove avenue sta- 
‘tion of the south side L.“ He had turned 
in from the Midway and was walking north 
on the walk in front of the men's halls when 
some one stepped out from the darkness at 
the end of the South Divinity hall and called 
Hey, there.“ 

Thinking some student had accosted him 
Thompson turned, but not recognizing the 
man continued toward the door of Middle 
Divinity, about fifty feet away, when he was 
confronted by a second person, who wore a 
long black overcoat.

IN TRIAL IN LIGHT AIR. 


Defender’s Test of Sails Proves Most 
Satisfactory to the Builders—Herres- 
hoff at Wheel Most of the Trip. | 


Bristol, R. I., April 26.—[Special.]—Reli- 
ance was given a second trial trip this after- 
noon in the harbor and lower bay and demon- 
strated that it is remarkably fast in a light 
air. The spin lasted about two hours. 

It was about 2:15 o’clock when Capt. N. G. 
Herreshoff, who was at the wheel, gave or- 
ders to get in the anchor. As soon as free 
the yacht headed for the east passage, be- 
tween Hog island and Ferry Hill. The wind 
when it started was about four miles an 
hour from the southeast. It caused only a 
slight ripple on the water and scarcely filied 
the big sails well. 

When below Hog island the working top- 
sail was set. The breeze was increasing 
slowly and the tide seemed to affect the 
yacht in rolling up a little wave on the lee 
bow, but in the wake the water closed in 
with hardly any commotion and with 
smoothness like oil. — 

After the yacht had reached Gould island, 
twelve miles from Bristol, it was put about 
and the balloon jib set in quick order and in 
good shape by the crew. The wind then 
freshened to an eight knot breeze, and with 
the wind abeam the yacht made a lively clip 
as it passed up the bay. . 

When off Pappooses and Squaw point the 
balloon jib was taken in, and later, as it 
passed to the northward of Castle isiand 
beacon the mainsail was lowered and it came 
to the anchorage under the fore staysail 
about 4:15, having been out about two hours. 

Capt. Nat Herreshoff was at the wheel the 

eater part of the time the yacht was out.

COLD WEATHER CAUSES DEATHS 


Health Department: Bulletin Calls At- 
tention to Fatalities from Pneumonia 


in Chicago end Elsewhere. 


The weekly bulletin of the Chicago health 
department, issued yesterday, calls attention 
to the large number of deaths from pneu- 
monia, and finds the cause in the abnormally 
cold weather. It says: 

“The total deaths recorded during the 
week were 689, or only one less than those 
for the previous week, and elghty-nine more 
than for the corresponding week of 1902. The 
average April death rate since 1893 has been 
16.25—the highest being 20.91 in April, 1893, 
and the lowest 13.84 in April, 1897. For the 
first twenty-five days of the present April 
the rate is 18.74. 3 

“Where is nothing to account for this but 
the unseasonable meteorological conditions 
that have prevailed. There were 163 deaths 
from pneumonia recorded during the week, 
as compared with 101 during the correspond- 
ing Week last year. 7 

Similar conditions are general elsewhere, 
both in this country and abroad. Pneumonia 
is more prevalent and more fatal in England 
and on the continent thanin many years, and 
the same is true of influenza. 

Seventeen cases of smallpox were dis- 
covered during the week, one of them being 
a convalescent, the nature of whose disease 
was not detected until he was well.

kept from the public. Incidentally it has 
caused the dissemination of a great deal of 
information concerning the gravity of such 
offenses, one of which was contemplated but 
failed during a recent investigation of one 
of the departments of the district govern- 
ment in Washington, i 
In December, 1901, President Roosevelt di- 
rected Commissioner Mac Farland to have the 
district commissioners, investigate certain 
improper school conditions in this city. The 
investigation dragged along for more than 
a year and an immense volume of testimony 
as to the unsavory conditions of the schools 
was presented in an official way to the com- 
missioners. There were thousands of pages 
of sworn testimony, exhibits, and letters of 
officials which became a matter of public 
record and property of the government. 
After the hearing had been concluded Gen.

WANT TO STAY IN GERMANY.

Hugh J. Cannon Sende His Majesty a 
Cepy of the Mormon Bible Printed 
in German—United States Asked to 
Intervene in Cases Where Emissar- 
les of the Salt Lake Propaganda 
Have Been Mobbed—Hay Urged to 


BERLIN, April 26.—Hugh J. Cannon, the 
Mormon missionary, intends to appeal to 
Emperor William for permission for the Mor-. 
mons to remain in Germany, hoping that 
his majesty’s policy of religious telerance 
may include the Mormons. 

In his petition Mr. Cannon sets forth the 
morality of Mormon doctrines and refers to 
the inability of his adversaries to cite any 
example ofthe Mormon teachings which have 
been subversive of the laws of the state or of 
orderly citizenship. He declares, also, that 
by the command of the supreme heac of the 
church polygamy is not taught. 

Mr. Cannon last Wednesday sent to the 

emperor and the empress copies ofthe book 
of Mormon in German. If no aid is extended 
to the Mormon missionaries by Emperor 
William, and if the orders of expulsion are 
enforced, all the missionaries will leave 
quietly. 
Mr. Cannon expects the United States to 
intervene in cases where missionaries have 
been maltreated, as, for instance, in the affair 
‘at Olsenbruek, Prussia, last January, when 
two missionaries were dragged through the 
streets of the town and imprisoned for three 
days. They were deported to Hanover, where 
they were again placed in jail and later sent 
on to Hamburg. | 


MONKS BARRICADE A CONVENT. 


Roman Catholic Orders in France Resist 
Efforts of the Government to 
Expe} Them. 


PARIS. April 26.—Serious disorder is re- 
ported from Laroche-sur-Force, where 500 
peasants who were guarding a Capuchin con- 
vent in which the monks had barricaded 
themselves stoned and seriously injured 
three magistrates who came to close the con- 
vent. The peasants finally drove the magis- 
trates away. At Saint Nicholas du Pont 
there was much rioting throughout the day, 
owing to an attempt to expel the redemp- 
tionists.

The government of the republic of Sam Do- 
mingo has been overthrown. President Vas- 
quez is a fugitive and his principal generals 
dead. A provisional government has been 
formed, as follows: ;

Minister of foreign affairs—Fidelio Des- 
pradel.

Vasquez Defected, Runs Away. 


The collapse of the government followed 
President Vasquez's defeat in the attack on 
the city of San Domingo on April 18. At 6 
o’clock on the morning of that day Vasquez 
and his forces attacked the city vigorously. 
After severe fighting that lasted for one hour 
the government forces succeeded in gaining 
an entrance to the city. They were quickly 
driven out, however, leaving behind many of 
their number dead or wounded. Casimiero 
Cordero, minister of the interior, and Gen. 
Aguiles Alverez, governor of Puerto Plata, 
and commander of the government forces, 
were among the killed. 


Panic Seizes the Army. 


After being driven from the city the gov- 
ernment troops were seized with panic, and at 
10 o’clock President Vasquez had about him 
not more than fifty followers. He was forced 
to flee, abandoning all his arms and sup- 
plies. The disaster to the government forces 
was complete and the successjof the revo- 
tionists overwhelming. 

The government garrisons at Azua de Com- 
postola Bani, San Cristobal, Barahona, San 
Pedro de Macoris and Seib have joined the 
revolutionary movement. The revolutionary 
gunboat Independencia has proceeded to San 
Pedro de Macoris for the purpose of obliging 
that port to surrender. | 

It is rumored here that President Vasquez 
and his followers are in the northern part of 
the island. Communication has been inter- 
rupted and the news from the north cannot be

Hundreds Are Homeless.

Three hundred families are homeless through 
the burning of the suburb of San Carlos.

Bramble, Bretomart, Moor Hen, Kinsha, and 
Teal; and the torpedo boat destroyers Handy, 
Hard, James, Fame, Whiting, Otter, and 
Taku.

0 Japan's Fighting Force. 

The Japanese fleet available for immediate 
service in Asiatic waters consists of the 
battleships Yashema, Fuji, Schickishima, 
Ashai, Mikasa, and Hatsuse; the armored 
cruisers Tokiwa, Asama, Idzumo, Iwate, Ya- 
kumo, and Azumo; twenty-four torpedo boat 
destroyers and forty-seven torpedo boats. 

The latest report of Capt. Andre Brewster, 
United States millitary attaché in Pekin, 
states that there are 54,000 Chinese soldiers 
trained by Europeans in the two provinces 
bordering on Manchuria. The Japanese army 
is 100,000 strong. The facilities of Russia are 
such that more than 1,000,000 troops could 
be rushed into Manchuria within three 
weeks. Nobody here pretends to know how 
many Russian troops there are already in 
Manchuria and just ‘beyond the Russian 
border. 

All the American soldiers in China are in- 
cluded in the troop of the Ninth cavalry in 
Pekin, while the military force of the other 
powers is proportionately small. 


Russia Makes New Demands. 
LONDON, April 27, 3 a. m.—In a dispatch 


25, the correspondent there of the Daily Mail 
says he hears from an authoritative source 
that China has accepted the Russian pro- 
posal to modify the existing Russo-Chinese 
commercial treaty in so far as it regards the 
duties at the lake boundaries. After the 
negotiations with the tsung li yamen the 
Russian minister formulated the following 
conditions: 

First The importation of Chinese arms 
into Manchuria shall be taxed according to 
the discretion of the Russian customs author- 
ities and China shall agree to construct at 
Kalgan a manufactory to supply material 
for the projected Russo-Chinese railroad to 
Pekin, which will pass in the vicinity of 
Kalgan. — 

Second— China shall establish in Kharbin 
an administrative body for the purpose of 
insuring the rights vested in the gold mines 
which are now being worked by Russian 
engineers. 

Third—All Russian goods sent to central 
China shall be entirely free of any Chinese 
customs charges. 

* Fourth—Russia and China shall jointly 
agree henceforward to close the door in 
Manchuria to the goods of all powers.”’ 

This agreement is to go into force after 
the opening of the Manchurian railroad. It 
shows plainly, says the representative of the 
Daily Mail, the intention to make Manchuria 
a Russian province, 


Russia Wants Mongolia, Too. 

The Times correspondent at Pekin says 
in a dispatch that he has ascertained that 
the fourth demand in the Russian document 
in the Manchurian affair—namely: that the 
present status of the administration of Man- 
churia is to remain unchanged—does not ap- 
ply to Manchuria, but is a demand that the 
administration of Mongolia shall not be 
changed. 

The object of this demand is to check the 
suggested alteration in the government of 
Mongolia by which it was contemplated to 
transform Mongolia into a Chinese province, 

The foreign office, continues the Times 
correspondent, has formally agreed that 
Russia is to retain 1,200,000 taels, receipts 
from the New Chwang customs now in the 
possession of the Russo-Chinese bank as an 
indemnity for repairing and protecting the 
Shan-Hai-Kwan and New Chwang railway. 


Japan Sentiment Is Firm. 

YOKOHAMA, April 26.—Even those news- 
papers which previously have been moderate 
in tone now join in the opinion that the time 
has arrived for all the powers interested in 
the integrity of China, its development, and 
the trade opportunities there, to show a firm 
front to Russia in the matter of the demands 
upon Manchuria. 


CHINA PLANS SHOW Ar sr. LOUIS 


Commission at Pekin Arranging Details 
and Dowager May Send Some 
of Her Own Work. 


PEKIN, March 23, via San Francisco, Cal., 
April 26.—[Correspondence-])—The commis- 
sioners of China to the St. Louis exposition, 
Prince Pao Lun, Taoti Wong, and Francis 
A. Cari, have met in Pekin for their first con- 
ference. The two first named have had audi- 
ences with the empress dowager and secured 
a liberal appropriation, 600,000 taels (equiva- 
lent to about 3400 000) for the Chinese ex- 
hibit. 

Plans for the Chinese exhibit are not ma- 
tured, but it is proposed to have an elabo- 
rately furnished and decorated Chinese 
buildings or buildings. The dowager, as a 
token of appreciation of the protection af- 
forded by the American commanders of the 
vast money and art treasures of the Forbid- 
den City, has promised a loan exhibit of 
some rare porcelains, bronzes, and pictures 
from the palace. 

The dowager has a deserved reputation 
as an artist among Chinese connoisseurs. 
Recently she gave Mr. Conger two paint- 
ings from her brush for the collection of 
the Iowa Historical society. Her majesty 
is reluctant to place her work in competi- 
tion with that of professional artists, so 
hesitates to donate pictures to the exhibit. 
She has, however, that proficiency of artis- 
tic drawing of Chinese characters in which 
orfental scholars take pride, and has prom- 
ised definitely to donate several scrolls.

BRITISH AGAIN ROUTED. 


REPULSED BY A SUPERIOR FORCE 
IN SOMALILAND. 


Maj. Gough and 200 Men Engage the 
Enemy Near Danop—Loses Thirteen 
Killed, Including Two Officers and 
Twenty-eight Wounded—Forces of 
Mad Mullah Have 200 Dead— English 
Ammunition Gives Out and They 
Are Forced to Fall Back. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

. BOHOTLE, Somaliland, East Africa, April 
25.—A mobile column under the leadership 
of Maj. Gough engaged the forces of the 
Mad Mullah near Danot. After a fierce bat- 
tle, in which the ammunition of the British 
was exhausted, they were forced to retreat. 

The British loss was thirteen killed, in- 
cluding two officers, and twenty-eight 
wounded, of which number four were offi- 
cers. The enemy lost more than 200 men. 

Maj. Gough's column numbered about 200 
men. The column formed in a square and 
resisted with success for several hours, re- 
ceiving reinforcements from Danop. Am- 
munition becoming scarce, the British forces 
retired slowly on Danop, bringing all their 
wounded with them. They were continually 
attacked en route. 

Maj. Gough praises highly the conduct of 
his force under trying conditions and while 
fighting at close quarters. He recommends 
several men for gallant behavior. He is now 
retiring on Bohotle, and is expected to arrive 
there on April 28. Supplies have been sent 
to meet him. 


Plunkett’s Force Killed 2,000 Natives. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

LONDON, April 26.—According to later 
official details of the disaster that be- 
fell Col. Plunkett's column, the en- 
emy, despite their overwhelming numbers 
of horse and foot and their repeated charges, 
were kept off until Col. Plunkett’s ammuni- 
tion was gone. His square was then broken 
and the survivors tried to cut their way 
through the enemy. | 

The survivors say the dead followers of the 
Mad Mullah were piled in heaps in front of 
the Maxim guns. The British force used 


or similar expanding bullets, and were conse- 
quently at a disadvantage. The service bul- 
lets, as has often been proved, failed to stop 
the rushes of the fanatical savages. Never- 
theless, at least 2,000 of them were killed, 
chiefly by the Maxim fire. at 
The statement that Gen. Manning’s force 
killed 2,000 of the enemy in their recent en- 
gagement was evidently an error, and the 
report referred to Col. Plunkett's engage- 


ment.

ONE LIFE LOST, $600,000 WORTH 
OF PROPERTY DESTROYED.’ 


Bleek at High and Long Streets Is in 
Ruins and the Nicholas Building Is 
Damaged—Walis Fall on Capt. Dan- 
iel Lewis of Engine Company No. 
11—Groeer Philip Nation Rescued 
from Blazing Room at Critical Mo- 
ment by Extension Ladder. 


Columbus, O., April 26.—Fire this morning 
destroyed the Brunson and Union Clothing 
company buildings at High and Long streets 
and several smaller structures and damaged 
the Nicholas block, entailing an aggregate 
loss of $600,000. Daniel Lewis, captain of 
engine company No. 11, was caught under a 
falling wall and instantly killed. His body 
was burned in the ruins. Philip Nation, a 
grocer, was rescued from his room on the 
fourth floor of the Brunson building, where 
he had been hemmed in by flames.

on the west side of High street, just north of 
Long, and its progress was southward, the 
flames being fanned by a brisk wind from the 
north. The Brunson building was occupied 
on the ground floor by the Walkover Shoe 
company, Tallmadge Hardware company, 
and Bott Bros.’ saloon. The upper floors 
were occupied mainly as living apartments, 
the exceptions being the W. C. T. U. rest 
room and the art studios of Maurice Hague 
ang E. P. Hayden. 


Fire Starts in Saloon. 

The fire started in Bott Brothers’ saloon. 
The fire smoldered for half an hour and the 
firemen thought they hed it about under 
control when flames were discovered on an 
upper floor. 

South of the Brunson was a narrow two 
story building occupied by Munsey & Co.'s 
barber shop and a furnishings store, with 


five story brick with stone front, occupying 
the corner. The Courtright building occu- 
plied by Bott Brothers’ billiard and pool man- 
ufacturing establishment was immediately 
back of the Union on Long street and was 
connected with the Brunson. The What- 
shire, a small hotel, occupied the corner at 
Long and Wall streets. 

Phe flames spread from the Brunson to 
the buildings south. The Union was com- 
pletely destroyed and the Courtright and 
,Whatshire buildings wrecked. 

The north wali of the Brunson fell on the 
rear part of the storeroom occupied by Lynas 
Brothers, wholesale grocers, in the Mithdff 
building, wrecking it and causing great 
damage to the stock. 

The fire in the Nicholas building on the 
next block south started in the basement of 
Kirby & Co.'s 10 cent store. 


Man Rescued from the Blaze. 

Philip 8. Nation was rescued from the 
Brunson building after it was supposed all 
the occupants of the building were out. 
He appeared at the window and waved his 
hand. The firemen ran up an extension lad- 
der. Several times the man ran back into the 
room and returned with an armful of clothes, 
which he threw to the street. Justasthetop 
of the ladder touched the window si! he ap- 

wearing a derby hat and a few under- 

clothes and before the firemen could reach 
him climbed down the ladder. 

I hardly had time to be frightened. I am 
a sound sleeper and I only awoke when the 
smoke filled the room and choked me. I sat 
up in bed and heard the fire engines and the 
crackling flames around me and ran to the 
hall door.“ 

Capt. Daniel Lewis of engine company No. 
11, who was killed, was caught by a falling 
wall, while carrying a hose into a barber 
shop. Two companions had just emerged 
from the building and Chief Lauer called to 
Lewis, but too late.

Henry Norman’s Work on the Great Em- 
pire Appears to Be Superficial. 

„All the Russias,” by Henry Norman, M. 
P., the well known journalist and public man, 
does not live up to the promise of its title.

THE STUMBLING BLOCK. 
By Edwin Pugh. Illustrated by R. M. 
Crosby. A. S. Barnes & Co. 

When a jaded fiction taster, picking up a 
new book. is confronted as in the present 
instance by a publisher's puff on the cover. 
proclaiming that the work within is “a 
powerful creation,“ that the world, which 
clamors for a novelty, will find it here,“ he 
is naturally fain to lay the volume down 
unopened. If, however, he yields to such dis- 
inclination in the case. of % The Stumbling 
Block.“ he will miss a genuine pleasure. In 
addition to the handicap already mentioned, 
the story is printed on cheap paper and the 
text contains a number of slips for which 
the proofreader should hang his head; but 
even so, it wins upon one almost from the 
first page—and the first page, unluckily, 18 
nothing like so good as most of those that 
follow. 

The tale is English—English with a high 
flavor—its background shifting from Lon- 
don to Hampshire and back. The Lon- 
don part has delightfully rich and character- 

tie“ atmosphere,” and the Hampshire part 

delectable with country sights, sounds, and 

smells. 

Two girls and a man, both girls in love 
with the man, the man, sooner or later, in 
love with both girls; these are the persons 
with whom the story chiefly has todo.

Could Not Be Both Progressive and 
Consistent—Big Crowd Attends.

LIGHT ON SMALLPOXGERM 
_ OF INTEREST TO PHYSICIANS 


Chicago Medical Men Discuss Harvard 
Discovery, but Believe Disease Al- 
ready Is Well Under Control. 


The announcement that Dr. William 
Thomas Councilman of Harvard has discov- 
ered the cause of smallpox aroused much 
interest among Chicago physicians yester- 
day. Medical men that accurate 
knowledge of the nature of the disease is a 
distinct advance in science, but it is not ex- 
pected that the discovery will aid materially 
in overcoming the pest. The reason for this 
belief is that in vaccination a remarkably 
successful preventive already is in use. 

The discovery is a matter of great scien- 
tific interest, Dr. George W. Webster said, 
“but I cannot coincide with those who think 
the discovery will greatly aid in the treat- 
ment of smallpox. If something could 
done with consumption, scarlet fever, pneu- 
monia, or such diseases it would be more to 
the point. In vaccination we have now an 
almost absolute preventive of smallpox. I 
do not see how fuller knowledge of the animal 
life that causes the disease can better the 
preventive we now have. It will only assist 
in a general way by showing us more of the 
real nature of the germ.”’ 1 

Dr. J. B. Murphy said no one heretokore 
had determined the cause of smallpox, al- 
though the disease had been studied ex- 
haustively for years. | 

The discovery will assist in fighting the 
disease in so far as it aids in its study,’’ he 
said. ‘“‘ It will enable the scientific world to 
proceed with more certain course fn handling 
it. If the germ is a protozoa, its investiga- 
tion will be for the biological students. I will 
watch for Dr. Councilman's full announce- 
ment with much interest.“ ‘ 


WOMAN WAR VETERAN IS DEAD. 


Mrs. Ann Downing, Who Enlisted in 
Regiment for Mexican Campaign 
with Husband, Was 85 Years Old. 


Portsmouth, N. H., April 26.— [Special. 
Mrs. Ann Downing, who died at her home 
in North School street, Christian Shore, yes- 
terday, aged 85 years, drew a pension as the 
widow of Sergt. Havilah Downing, who 
served in the Mexican war. He belonged to 
Company C., Ninth New Hampshire infan- 
try, and was mustered into the service in 
April, 1847. 

Mrs. Downing always claimed she was en- 
titled to a pension in her own right as a Mexi- 
can war veteran, as well as widow of one. 
She and her husband both took the same 
3 signed the same papers when they 
enlisted and her name was borne on the com 
pany rolls. fits 

She was laundress, seamstress, and nurse 
for the whole company, and indeed for the 
whole regiment, being the only woman 
with it. She was well up to the frontin every 
battle in which the regiment was engaged, 
and marched into the City of Mexico with the 
regiment when Gen. Scott made his triumphal 
entry. 

She was mustered out of service at the 
same time as her husband and with precisely 
the same formalities. Sergt. Downing died 
thirty years ago. 


INQUIRY FOR PUBLIC BATHS. 


Charges of Insanitary Conditions and 
Poor Regulations Will Be Present- 
ed to the Merit Board. 8 


When the civil service commission begins 
the health investigation this week it will be 
presented with evidence tending to support 
the charge of insanitary condition of the 
public baths. 

The inadequate facilities for the bathers 
and the regulations which restrict the bath- 
ing hours to periods when the great mass of 
poor people cannot take advantage of them 
will also be considered. The four municipal 
baths are open only in the daytime six days 
of the week. 

“It is a most senseless regulation,” said a 
prominent settlement worker yesterday. 
Thousands of laboring men would flock to 
the baths every night and on Sunday, in the 
morning at least, but that is just the time 
when the bathrooms are closed to the public. 
The good that the municipal baths do in the 
daytime is better than no attempt to wash 
the masses, but that is all that can be said in 
their favor.“ 

One charge is that some of the 
tendents at the baths pay Httle or no atten- 
tion to the discharge of their duties, while po- 
litical influence is said to be the main recom- 
mendation for their appointment.
